Two millions of ac res of the public lands are ad ver- 
ified to l«e sold ou the 1st of duly, anti here is a di- 
rect brils* of 5 per cent on the sales, amounting to 
hundreds of thousands of dollar* ottered if she will 
come in bofisre the 1st of duly. On the other hand, 
tbe direct penalty i» that she shall lie kept out of the 
Foion, although every one acquainted wiih Kansas 
know* that the feeling of that territory is almost 
unanimous in favor of admission. He then went 
into a lengthened discussion 4>f the Lecompton consti- 
tution, and charged that it was now being attempted 
to lirHia and threaten her into the l T nioa under i« 
projrct gotten up by the conference cuountttee and 
intended to be im|>o8ed hv deceit and fraud. 

The chair was suggesting that such expression* 
were unadvisahle, when 

Mr. Green rose and said he was one of tlatne refer- 
red to, and he felt no hurt. 

Mr. Wilson then nude the charge of fraud, said 
he could prove it, and would take the resjiouaibility. 
lie then went over the records of the k annas elec- 
tion to show that the Administration assented to and 
approves of them l»y continuing its cotin teuam.e to 
their authors aod al»ettor*.

Mr. Green took occasion to refer to Mr. Wilson’s 
charge of fraud and said out of the fullness of the 
heart the mouth sfM'aketli. He would like to put 
him umler oath ami cross qiiestiou him whether 
there ever were frauds in Kansas till Mr. Wilson 
went there, and whether be did not send for Jim 
l^ne to concert matters with him. 

Mr. Wilson utterly repudiate<l the charge, and 
reminded Mr Green that the frauds w ere committed 
by his constituent*, the Missourians. 

Mr. Bell explained the reasons which would gov- 
ern his vote, and also compared the Crittenden aud 
confereme substitute, showing their relative worth 
and effect. 

Mr. Sewaid read a paragraph from the Washing-
